ito $1,000,000. On top of these is $2,500,000, paid to the 
|Federal government and returned to Michigan, unless the 
present Federal tax is reduced or rescinded. This comes to 
$41,500,000 on property estimated to have a total value of 
$450,000,000 and subject to rapid depreciation and lowered 
cash market value. So that while all these tax laws are oper- 
ating, motorists will be called upon to pay between 9 per 
cent. and 10 per cent. on their motor vehicles. 

The entire general property of the state, not assessed 
at full value, is estimated to total $8,500,000,000, and the tax 
is $24,000,000—about one-third of 1 per cent. of the 
assessed valuation. 

On these figures the people of the state are being asked 
to petition for a referendum vote on the gas tax.

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Ford’s Shadow 


T the present moment the shadow of the Ford Motor 
Company lies rather deeply on the whole business 
situation in this country. With the figures for the first 
half year pretty well in hand, we know that automotive busi- 
ness has been running about 10 per cent. behind the record 
tevel established last year. As a matter of fact, business in 
géneral is just about that much behind the figure of the 
first six months of 1926. / 

In the automotive field, the decrease is just about that 
which has resulted from the drop in Ford business under last 
year. In other words, if the Ford Motor Company had been 
producing at its accustomed rate, the automotive production 
level would be equal to or greater than the record of 1926. 

We have an idea that the drop in the Ford production 
curve has similarly affected business in general. The Ford 
erganization furnishes a living directly to some 2,000,000 
workers and their families. Reduce the income of this great 
army to a half or a third of what it was enjoying a year ago 
and the decrease in buying power will go a long way toward 
explaining any drop in sales volume that may exist. 

‘Now that Ford has announced the imminent advent of 
a new model, the business of that organization is naturally 
nearly at a*standstill. Dealers, salesmen and prospective 
customers are waiting until they see what the new car is 
going to be. Such a period of suspense and sales hesitation 
is inevitable under the circumstances. 

We have noticed, however, a tendency on the part of 
dealers in other cars to diminish their efforts while they wait 
for the coming Ford announcement. Such an attitude is 
altogether wrong. As a matter of fact, this is the time when 
dealers in other cars ought to be putting in their best “licks.” 

Why on earth should dealers other than Ford's stand 
around waiting for this announcement? Do they expect 
the great manufacturer to produce a miracle on wheels, 
something far beyond anything that we have yet had? 
There isn’t the slightest reason for expecting anything 
of the sort. The new Ford will undoubtedly be a vast 
improvement on the model T, but there is no reason to 
think that tt will embody any practice that is not already 
available in lighter cars, supplying exactly the same mar- 
ket that the Ford company has always reached. Will 








the new Ford have four-wheel brakes? Very likely, but 
there are already cars in this class so equipped. Will 
the new model show remarkable fuel mileages? Prob- 


ably, but there are now cars in the lighter divisions which 
give mileage returns that can scarcely be bettered. Will 
the new Ford be a good-looking body job? Very likely, 
but certainly there are some extremely attractive light 
car models on the market at the present time. 

We look to see the Ford organization produce a new car 
that will combine attractiveness with efficiency and comfort. 
But, in heaven’s name, these qualities have alrady been com- 
bined in small car lines that have proved their value under 
the strenuous test of actual service. 

For the present, the waiting attitude is necessary for 
dealers in the Ford family. They can solace themselves with 
the thought that the lean period is nearly over and they can 
use the time to clean up for a drive forward when the new 
cars begin to roll in this fall. But for dealers outside the 
Ford organization, this moment ought to see the most strenu- 
ous drive for business that they ever have made. The sim- 
plest salesmanship will enable them to show prospective cus- 
tomers that they can offer NOW anything that Ford can 
possibly offer tomorrow.
